Find Anti-U.S. Propaganda 


Ten of the victims were iden­ 
tified as Chinese, and a Chi­ 


nese 
Communist 
diplomatic 
pouch and anti-American prop­

wreckage. It was not known if 
any of the Chinese on the plane 
were officials or diplomats.

The American - built Boeing

Six gravely injured survivors,

Had Expected Death 


One of the survivors, Djalal 
Elkarimi, 
said 
he

in the back of the plane. 


“ It’s a miracle that any of 
us lived. We all should have 
been killed,” he said. 


A rescue team member re­ 
ported that when he reached 
the wreckage, about 200 or 300 
Bedouin 
tribesmen

and doing nothing to help the 
survivors.”

Only two other single plane 


crashes have taken a higher 
toll. The worst occurred June 
3, 1962, at Orly Airport near 
Paris. A chartered Boeing 707 
jet hurtled off the runway and 
crashed, killing 130 persons, in­ 
cluding 121 from Atlanta, Ga., 
who were touring European art 


centers.

Newportville Road, which runs through Falls 
and Bristol Townships, is a dandy road, probably 
one of the great roads of the 19th century. 


However, here in the mid - 20th century, this 
two-lane state thoroughfare seems as out-of-place 
as would a two-masted schooner unloading iron ore 
at Fairless Works. 
Not only is this road too narrow for the traf­ 
fic which daily streams upon it, but the shoulders 
ought to he registered in Harrisburg as dangerous 
weapons. Accidentally veer off the road, wind up 
on Hie shoulders — particularly in certain spots in 
Bristol Township — and, in the words of Bristol 
Township Manager Ronald Zweig, “You've had it.” 


Signs Of Modern Age 


One suspects the state is maintaining the road, 
not as a means of travel, but as a historical shrine. 


While the road peacefully slumbers in an age gone 
by, all about it — from Tyburn Road in Falls to 
Bristol - Oxford Valley Road in Bristol Township — 
can be seen the signatures of the modern age: 
gas stations, schools, apartments, shopping centers, 
and industrial plants. 
It is a vivid contrast. The symbols of modern­ 
ization line both sides of this antique road — and 
there are more to come. Construction is going on 
everywhere, threatening to flood further Newport­ 
ville Road with cars, trucks, school buses, and 
pedestrians. 
Even now, according to Falls chief of police 
Franklin Kirby, it is the most heavily traveled road 
of its size in the township. Says Zweig: “There’s 
just too much traffic on that road. It s one of the 
most overworked major roads in Lower Bucks.” 


Frequent Accident s 


In the Falls portion there have not been too 
many accidents. But the part in Bristol Township 
is one of the highest accident areas in that town­ 
ship.

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L. Makefield School Board OKs 4.5-Mill Tax Hike

The Lower Makefield Town­ 
ship School Board, at a special 
meeting last night, adopted a 
tentative budget of $2,052,167 for 
the coming school year, calling 
for a 4.5 - mill increase. 
John Bodnarik. president, said 
the tentative budget carries with 
it a 63-mill tax rate but em­ 


phasized the board hopes it will 
be lower when the permanent 
budget is adopted next month. 
He noted, 
however, 
that 
this 
year’s millage of 58.5 was de­ 
creased from the previous year’s 
rate of 61 mills.

narik said the board expects a 
cash surplus but will not know 
until the permanent budget is 
adopted. 
Most of this year’s budget in­ 
crease of $277,017 is due to three 
items. 
He said most of the budget 
for yearly operating expenses 
are caused by the increase in 
the Pennsbury Joint School sys­ 
tem budget. 
Bodnarik said the local board 
was also contemplating renova­ 
tion of the older section of the 


Makefield School in this year’s 
budget, to bring the section up 
to modern standards. He said 
the anticipated start on the pro­ 
posed new elementary 
school, 
also accounts for a portion of the 
increase in the tentative budget. 
He voiced strong disappoint­ 
ment that there were no m em ­ 
bers of the public attending last 
night’s public hearing on the 
budget. 
He said “ We 
are 
spending 
more .than $2 million of their 
money and we hoped the public 


would have some interest in how 
it was being administered.’’ 
In a conference session, the 
board discussed with its broker 
and attorney, the various prob­ 
lems attendant to the sale of 
the bond issue 
for 
the

school. 
Bodnarik said the preliminary 
plans for the school to be built 
at Edgewood and Oxford Valley 
Roads, were 
studied

board in the session. 
Final approval of the altera­
